FOUR KILLED, 14 
HURT IN RAILWAY 
WRECK IM FLORIDA 


Broken Brake Beam Causes 
Rear Car of Train to 
Leave Rails—Coach Then 
Overturns.

MIAMI, Fla., Nov. 15.—Four 
persons were killed and 14 injured 
last night when a rear day coach 
on Filerida East Coast passenger 
train was wrecked at Wabasso, 
Fla., due to a broken brake beam, 
according to the company’s train 
dispatcher at Miami. \

MARCONT’S “BEAM” LINKS 


TO AUSTRALIA 


Inventor Says New 


Radio System Means 


Greatly Reduced Rates and More 
Privacy in Transmission.

LONDON, Nov. 15.—Willlam 
Marconi, inventor of wireless, has 
perfected his “beam” system of 
transm! n to the point where 
signals between England and Aus- 
tralia have been heard regularly, 
he has anounced. 

Scientists are declaring this ends 
the experimental stage of “beam” 
transmission and forecasts rapid de- 
velopment in wireless. By the 
beam system the ratio waves a.e 
sent out in only one direction and 
in a limited beam. 

Signor Marconi has been conduct- 
ing experiments along this line for 
20 years. Today he told the cor- 
respondent that adoption of h's 
new svr-*°m means greatly reduced 
radio rates and greater priyacy in 
transmission. 

He said cont’ ic . would e en- 
tered into at once with the British 
Government for erection of bears 
stations to link up the far-away do- 
minins with Eng.and. He also 
expects to-make rapid progress in 
circling the globe with these sta- 
tions. 

“All the resu.ts.” he declared, 
‘many of which greatly exceeded 
my expectations, convince me-that

by means of the beam system eco- 
nomical and efficient low-power 
stations can be established which 
will maintain direct, high speed 
service with the most distant parts 
of the wverld during a considerable 
number of fixed hours daily. 

“I am further of the opinion that 
by means of comparatively small 
stations which the beam system 
permits, a far greater number of 
words per 24 hours can be trans- 
mitted between England and her 
distant dontinions than would be 
possible by means of the previously 
Planned powerful and expensive 
stations. 

“As distant stations situated only 
within a certain angle or sector of 
the beam are enabled to receive, 
this condition brings about com- 
parative privacy or secrecy of com- 
munications, unobtainable with any 
other system of radio communica- 
tion, and this should prove of the 
greatest value in time of war. 

“Besides increasing the mgmamber 
of stations, it will be possible to re- 
duce the possibility of mutual] Inter- 
ference between them. The com- 
parative economy in capital cost of 
beam stations, the small amount of 
electrical power which they need, 
together with the capability of 
working at very high speed, 
should make it possible to bring 


about substantial reduction in 
rates.”
